Cities, or cities of anv particular clas<;. rnav be given :V>e ricM am! power to frame and adopt their oivri charters and to exercise the powers and aathoritv 
of local self-government, subject, however, to such restriclior.s. l:mitati:>ns. and rcsru1a«:ons. a< mav be irr.oo-.e<! bv the Legislature. Laws also may be enacted affectino- the organiza-
